PROTEST DEPORTATION OF BELGIANS 


Resolutions Adopted at Mass Meeting Held in Town Hall 
Last Night. Story of German Outrages Told by 
Prof. and Madame Dupriez of Louvain 


“The Belgians have suffered much but the spirit of resistance is yet un- 
daunted and the Flemish lion will not be tamed as long as its teeth and claws 
remain,” declared Madame Dupriez at the protest meeting last night, as she 


concluded her story of the sack of Louvain by the Germans in the early days of. 


the German occupation and of the wonderful exhibition of fortitude shown by 
the Belgian people under conditions never equalled in the history of the world. 
There was a good attendance under the circumstances and it was interested and 
enthusiastic. It represented every walk in life and heard at first hand from un- 
impeachable sources the brutalities inflicted on a helpless people by the German 
authorities. The disagreeable weather, the Christmas activities and the short 
notice of the meeting prevented many from attending but there was unanimity 
in the resolutions which were presented at the close of the meeting. The presence 
of Mme. Dupriez was as welcome as it was unexpected and both she and Pro- 
fessor Dupriez were given great ovations when they spoke. Alfred L. Ripley, 
presided and spoke as follows:—

PLAN TO RESUME 
RAILWAY INQUIRY 
AFTER MARCH 4TH 


Postponement Forced by Press 
Of Congressional Business, 


COUNTRY DEMANDS ACTION 


Shippers, Investors and Representa- 
tives of All Branches of Business De. 
mand Unification of System of Rail- 
way Regulation—Roads Ask Fewer 
Masters. 


Washington, Dec. 18.—The Congres. 
sional Joint Committee on Interstate 
Commerce, which has been conducting 
the inquiry into government regulation 
and control of transportation, last 
week decided to suspend its hearings 
on the subject and adjourned, subject 
to the call of the chairman, because of 
the pressure of other work before Con 
gress. According to the resolution cre 
ating the committee, it is required to 
submit a report by January 8th next. 
It is understood that before that time 
the committee will ask for an exten 
sion of time and that the hearings will 
be resumed at a later date, when some 
of those who already have appeared 
before the committee will be question- 
ed further and a great many others 
will be heard. It is probable, howev- 
er, that the hearings will not be resum- 
ed until after adjournment of Congress 
on March 4th. In addition to regular 
routine business the commerce com. 
mittees of the two houses are charged 
with the important duty of preparing 
and presenting the legislation asked 
for by President Wilson to make im 
possible a railroad strike without pre 
vious investigation. This will leave 
little or no time for the consideration 
of the genera! questions of» railway 
regulation. 


Country Wants Something Done. 

Members of Congress and others 
who are interested in the inquiry un- 
dertaken by the Newlands Committee 
insist that there is no intention of 
abandoning it. 

It seems doubtful, indeed, if the 
country would permit the matter to 
be dropped if there were evidence of a 
desire on the part of Congress to do 
so. The nation-wide evidences of in 
terest evoked by the initiation of the 
Newlands inquiry show that the peo 
ple of the country—shippers, consum- 
ers and investors, as well as railway 
men themselves—are alive to the fact 
that the railway situation is highly un. 
satisfactory and that steps must be 
taken without unnecessary delay to 
make it possible for the railroads to 
meet the growing needs of the nation 

From reports received here it seems 
as though almost every commercial or- 
ganization and business interest in the 
country were engaged in studying the 
railroad question. The Chamber of 
Commerce of the Untted States has 
been conducting an elaborate inquiry 
into various phases of the subject for 
many months past. Many local and 
state commercial bodies in every part 
of the country have committees en- 
gaged in study of the problem and 
have indicated a desire to come here 
and present their views. National or- 
ganizations of manufacturers, lumber- 
men, coal operators, wholesale and re- 
tail dealers, have expressed through 
resolutions their desire for the unifica- 
tion of the system of railway regula- 
tion. The National Industrial Trath: 
League, speaking from the viewpoint 
of shippers using the railways. has 
indorsed exclusive federal regulatiou 
providing it is accomplished in such a 
Way as to give full protection and 
prompt adjustment in matters refating 
to transportation within the states 


Many Interests Studying Problem. 

All these organizations represent pri- 
marily the shippers of the country, but 
they are not the only ones who are 
taking a hand. in the discussion, The 
investors of the nation, through thelr 
own associations and through coumit- 
tees representing thé savings banks and 
other finaycial organizations, are pre 
paring to Shoav the necessity of improv: 


ing railrcad credit and protecting the 
rights of thes whose money is iui e* 


Finally the 
railroads themselves, being vitally con 


cerned in the improvement of existing 
conditions, are’ plaguing to submiy their 
Views through their executives. oper 
ating officials and traffic experts and 
to assert their willingness to accept far 
reaching federal regulatién along tines 
| that will enable (hem to aftravt capital 
and to provide the facilities needéd for 
the prompt and eflicient handling of 


the country’s transportation business 


Main Trouble Is Too Many Masters. 


Not ali of these interests are in ac 
cord as to the remediés that should be 
adopted. There seems to be a general 
agreement, however, that many of the 
difficulties which confront the railroads 


and which make {ft impossible for them 
fo meet the requirements of the na- 
tion’s commerce promptly and satisfac 
torily arise from the haphazard and 
often conflicting measures of regulation 
that have been adopted from time to 
time by the federal government and the 
forty-eight states and that what is 
needed is a well ordered, sysiematle 
scheme of federal regulation that shall 
cover the whole country and make tt 
possible for the railroads to pros ide the 
extensions and improved facilities 80 
badly needed, while at the sume time 
protecting fully the public interests. 
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attention.

Pity the Poor Publisher 


Ink, like everything else, has soared 
in price owing to the war. Ipk used 
by newspapers is of low grade. Its 
normal price is “ve. cents a pound. 
Now it sells for eight cents—an ad- 
vance of 60 per cent. The better 
grades of printer’s ink have advanced 
proportionately. 

The rollers of the printing presses 
are made of a combination of molass- 
es, glycerine and other materials. ‘They 
have advanced 100 per cent in price. 

Linotype metal out of which the 
type is cast, and also from which the 
plates are made for the printing of 
newspapers, formerly cost from five to 
six cents a pound. To-day the price 
is from ten to twelve cents. 

Sundries such as cleaning fluid for 
the washing of type, brushes for stere- 
otypers’ use and even the cotton waste 
for the pressmen to wipe their hands 
on have advanced from 100 to 150 per 
cent.

The Local Belgian Protest 


The Iecal meeting held last evening 
to protest against the deportation of 


| Belgians was a fitting addition to the 


many similar protests rising in all parts 
of the civilized world at the present 
time. 

Conditions arising from such a war 
as that which consumes the greater 
part of the world justify a certain 
amount and certain forms of military 


action. But beyond points that are 
naturally fixed no nation can go with- 
out arousing the indignation of all 


other nations, and in this particular 
activity there is not the least question 
but that Germany has gone beyond the 
proper bound in still further Belgian 
devastation. First the homes, then the 
people at large, then the wonderful 
territory possessed by the people, the 


factories, the institutions, all one by | 


one have fallen at the attack of pitiless 
military onslaught. The last possible 
indignity to be heaped upon a proud 
people is that which destroys loyalty 
to nation and the patriotism of the gen- 
uine citizen for his country. 

There are evidences that however 
much Germany may need the service 
and support of the great number of 
people who are available for certain 
parts of the work in the great factories 
of that nation, the underlying purpose 
of it all is to accomplish just exactly 
what is suggested in these last words, 
viz: the complete overthrow of Bel- 
gian loyalty and patriotism. Even 

mirers of Germany, and there are 


|many of them in this country who 


make very little talk about it, will re- 
gret that this latest step was taken, and 
in voicing that regret will feel obliged 
to speak boldly a word of protest such 
as Andover added to the almost nation- 
wide comment already aroused by this 
attempt to denationalize an honored 
nation. 


Senator Weeks at Lawrence 


That was a notable address delivered 
by Senator Weeks in Lawrence on Tues- 
day evening. Those who have heard 
the junior Senator several times were 
strong in their comment that it was 
the most effective address he had ever 
delivered in this section, and in addi- 
tion to the meat contained in it, it was 
good to note an impreved power of 
delivery. 

Senator Weeks will never become an 
orator, but he is fast becoming 4 power- 
ful speaker largely because the arts of 
oratory are entirely set aside in his 
delivery. His speech at. Lawrence 
showed an acquaintance with his sub- 
ject and an ability to analyze the vat- 
ious details of the subject that made 
clear to the big audience present the 
progress he is making as a student of 
big matters in the public life of the 
nation, Trained as a_ keen, hard- 
headed business man, compelled to 
make a success of his business by the 
very natural competition in which he 
found himself there, he has a founda- 
tion for public service unexcelled by 
any man in Massachusetts public 
life. For ten years he has added to the 
early foundations through an experience 
not excelled by any men who have had 
to do with national problems, and out 
cf this abundance of opportunity and 
ability he is able to-day to speak with 
rare authority upon the big public 
questions. 

It is good tc see him progressing; it is 
good to know that coupled with the 
wonderful ability possessed by the 
state’s senior Senator, of a sort which 
led sometimes to compare the 
junior Senator to the latter’s disadvan- 
tage, but really of a sort which, when 
associated with the scholarly Lodge, 
make of the two men who represent 
Massachusetts in the Federal Congress 
a team not equalled by the senators 
from any state in the entire union.

Free Church C. E. Celebrates the 

Event With Special Program of 

Historical Sketch and Addresses 

Last Sunday evening at the Free 
Church, the Thirtieth Anniversary of 
the Christian Endeavor Society of the 
church was held with an, appropriate 
program of songs and remarks. The 
meeting, to which the public had been 
invited, began at 7.30 and there was 
a good-sized audience, representative 
of most of the societies in the Andover 
Union, present. ;

Changes in Public School Work 

At the opening of next term, January 
2, the seventh and eighth grades of the 
central schools will begin departmental 
work. Under this system, teachers will 
prepare themselves to teach a single 
subject rather than all the subjects in 
the curriculum of a single grade. This 
enables teachers to do much more in- 
tensive work, giving them more time 
for preparation and study. It also 
enables the children to come in contact 
with different teachers and to receive 
more inspiration. The change in- 
volves but little alteration in the 
courses of study. Under the new ar- 
rangement the Drawing and Manual 
Training instructors will have more 
time for these grades so it will be 
possible to offer to the seventh grade 
Manual Training for the boys and some 
form of Household Economics for the 
girls. It will also offer a wider range of 
subjects to the children of the eighth 
grade. The idea is not new but is 
satisfactorily carried out in the maj- 
ority of grammar schools throughout 
the country. in addition to the above 
advantages it also familfarizes the chil- 
dren of these grades with certain meth- 
ods of administration which have up to 
this time been characteristic of the 
public high schools. The difference in 
the administration of the upper grades 
of the grammar and that of the high 
school has been a stumbling-block to 
many of the children during their 
first year of high school work. Under 
the arrangement of departmental work 
the transition from the grammar to the 
high school will be made with much 
less friction because cf the children’s 
familiarity with methods which are 
| found in the high school.

In the first place the 
pupils of Bradlee School are not per- 
initted to go onto the school grounds 
until the first bell rings at-9:15-a. m., | 
and waiting fcr this bell the pupils 
must remain out in the street, rain or | 
cold, and school commences at 9:30 
o'clock. The question arises, why send 
the children so early to school. The} 
answer is, children as a rule are. not | 
very fond of bed and they are up and 


, have no 


. proper season. 


| out doors at 8:30 a.m, In this way the 


mothers have a chance to commence 
their daily labors and especially with a 
family of five or six, the more time they 
have the better. I haven’t seen, as yet, 
any good reason, why the pupils are 
not permitted to go onto the school 
grounds either in the morning or at the 
noon recess. It seems to me, that the 
school grounds is the proper place for 
them to play and not let them remain in 
the street and loaf around the stores. 

The only correct solution is to com- 
mence school at 9.a.m. and 1.30.p.m., 
restrictions whatsdever of 
letting the children onto the school 
grounds and ‘open the basements in 
If this plan was carried 
out instead of the present method, it 
would meet with the approval of not 
only the writer, but every man, woman 
and child in Ballard Vale.

CHRISTMAS ORATORIO 


Chorus of 75 Voices Assisted by 
Soloists and Orchestra, Gave 
Excellent Concert Monday 
Night in Chapel 


The one disappointing thing at the 
concert of the Andover Choral Society 
Monday night, was the size of the 
audience which does not speak well for 
Andover’s supposedly high musical 
taste. The performance was extremely 
praiseworthy and chorus, soloists, or- 
chestra, accompanists, and, last but not 
least, the enthusiastic conductor, Mr. 
Pfatteicher, all shared the success. 
There were less than two hundred 
fifty people in the chapel, but everyone’ 
was satisfied, not only that Andover has 
great possibilities for a - successful 
Choral Society, when all sections work 
together, but also that ‘Bach did write 
some very tuneful music. One is ac- 
customed hearing his fugues and Pas- 
sion music and occasionally some of his 
chorals, but a Bach taste must be 
acquired. In his “Christmas Oratorio” 
he wrote an exceedingly tuneful work of 
great difficulty for the ordinary chorus 
singer and demanding exacting treat- 
ment by the soloists. Monday night, 
the first two parts especially appropriate 
to the first day of the Festival of 
Christmas (the Reformed Church of 
North Germany celebrated Christmas 
from December 25, to January 6) was 
sung, and the concert was without 
question the best the society has yet 
given. There were six chorals and 


two grand choruses, with Bach’s de- 
light in fugues ever present, and in 
these two choruses the Society did 
notable work. ‘Christians be joyful,” 
and “Glory to God in the Highest,” 
showed what the chorus could really do 
under an enthusiastic leader. 

The attacks were prompt. The 
fugal entrances were marked and the 
finishes were clean. In ‘Christians be 
Joyful,” the sopranos did splendid 
work and the inclusion of the young 
voices from the. High School gave a 
delightful freshness of tcne to that 
section. The basses were also very 
much in e¥idence and gave ample founy, 
dation for this chorus and also’ the 
Gloria in Excelsis. The chorals, while 
well rendered, seemed to trouble the 
chorus, for not one was attacked with 
surety. There was plenty of volume, 
however, and the alto section was at its 
best in “‘ How shall I fitly meet Thee.” 

The soloists were the best the so- | 
ciety has yet heard. Miss Ricker, 
contralto, had a full, round tone and 
sang “Prepare Thyself Zions’ with 
feeling and understanding. Her best 
effort, however, was the Cradle Song, 
“Slumber Beloved,” in Part II, It 
rivals any of the contralto solos in the 
Messiah and Miss Ricker deserved an 
encore and the applause which would 
have been hers if it had not been for- 
bidden. Mr. Arnold, tenor, had the 
aria and his pleasing voice and tasteful 
rendition of his numbers was particul- 
arly enjoyable. The aria “Haste ye 
Shepherds,” gave ample scope for his 
voice and he sang it with the dignity 
which Bach intended. 

Mr. Kidder, bass, has been heard 
here on several occasions. Monday he 
was suffering from a bad throat and in 
consequence, was unable to do himself 
justice. His rendition of ‘Mighty 
Lord and King All Glorious,’’ was, . 
under .the circumstances, extremely 
praiseworthy. Gelston Hardy, a boy 
soprano at Phillips Academy, sang 
sweetly the recitation ‘And the Angels 
Said to Them.” 

The Symphony between Parts I and 
II was played by an orchestra of twelve 
which also gave the chorus efficient aid 
in the oratorio. At the piano, Mrs. 
Angus again demonstrated her worth 
to the society, if, indeed, any further 
proof was necessary, while Mr. Hud- 
son, at the organ, assisted in the accom- 
paniments with especial effect in the 
big choruses. 

Too much praise cannot be given Mr. 
Pfatteicher, who labored under the 
most adverse circumstances, but in his 
own indefatigable way overcame them, 
and was rewarded with a_ highly 
successful per- formance. The initia- 
tion of the High School girls into 
classical music is a step tn the right 
direction and the girls are the biggest 
gainers. From the West district 
valuable help was given and_ the 
whole chorus of the Society, West 
Parish, High School, and the choir 
of Phillips Academy, deserve all the 
prais@ they have been receiving. 

The next concert will be in the 
spring and it is°expeeted that Hay- 
den’s:‘‘The Seasons.” will. be given.

* Children as Health Crusaders 


It is the object of the National Anti- 
Tuberculosis Association to educate the

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PAGEANT GREAT SUCCESS 


Union Christmas Service in Town 
Hall Last Sunday, attended by 
Record Audience. Exercises 
Finely Presented 


A larger crowd has probably never 
gathered in the Town Hall than the one 
which last Sunday afternoon was pres- 
ent at the Pageant given by the Sunday 
‘Schools of the various Protestant 
churches in Andover, under the auspices 
of the Courteous Circle of King’s Dau- 
ghters. Hundreds of Sunday School 
children were in line in the opening 
procession, and occupied seats reserved 
for them in the front part of the hall, 
while other children and grownups 
filled all the other available seats, the 
gallery, and every inch of standing 
room, at the rear. 

The keynote of the afternoon, which 
was appreciated by all present, and 
which made itself felt throughout the 
entire program, was the fine spirit of 
unity which underlay the whole, the 
spirit of Christian kinship and brother- 
hood which brought people of all de- 
nominations together in such a public 
observance of Christmas, and which 
planned and carried out an undertaking 
which must have involved an unusual 
amount of work and thought and co- 
operation. The service was indeed, 
in every sense of the word, a union 
service. 

The Pageant which was presented, 
consisted of a series of seven scenes 
entitled “When the Christ Child 
Comes.” The Baptist, Christ, Free and 
South Churches, and the Union and 
Methodist Churches of Ballardvale each 
presented a part of the pageant, all 
purposing to show by contrast, the 
life of a child in non-Christian and in 
Christian lands. 

The Prelude, given by the South 
Church, showed an Angel, besought by 
men of highest rank and importance to 
give heed to them and their affairs, but 
who turned a deaf ear to their impor- 
tunings, until-she had soothed a little 
child in distress, and returned her to her 
mother from whom she had strayed. 

Scene one, represented a band of 
angels giving the “glad tidings of great 
joy,” the Christmas message itself being 
sung by Mrs. F. G. Moore. Members of 
the Ballardvale Methodist Sunday 
School took part in this scene. 

The Union Church gave scene two, 
which was entitled ‘The Child in its 
Helplessness.”” Mothers of Kurdistan, 
India, Korea and Africa were represent- 
ed, each with her child. A second 
raising of the curtain revealed an Amer- 
erican mother with her children at her 
knee, at that most precious of hours, 
the close of the day, while in the back- 
ground hovered the angels who were 
guarding the Christian home. — This 
scene of necessity, formed one of the 
most impressive contrasts in the Pageant, 
showing as it did, in this simple but 
effective way, the vast difference be- 
tween the lot of a child in a Christian 
land and one in a heathen country. 
During the scene, Luther’s beautiful 
Cradle Hymn was sung by the chorus. 

Scene three by the Episcopal Church, 
showed the child at play and at work 
in America, India and Egypt. Here, as 
was the case with the child in its earlier 
years, its life was shown to be hemmed in 


and overshadowed by ignorance and 


superstitition. 

The next stage was that of the child 
at school, first in Turkey, where the 
stern school teacher (a part taken 


' admirably) administered ‘chastisement 
| about as freely as he did learning, and 


where boys only were permitted to 
study, the girls being repeatedly driven 
away, and then, by way of contrast, in 
Christian Japan, where the Christian 
teacher encouraged and aided her tiny 
pupils, and taught them through the 
medium of kindness rather than through 
fear. Both parts of this scene were 
given by the Baptist Church, and were 
remarkably well presented. The songs 
by the little kimona-clad tots, and 
especially the singing of two of the little 
girls added very materially to the pic- 
ture.

CHRISTMAS FRUIT CAKE. 


Make It Now Before the Holiday Rush 
Begins. 

Wine, cheese and fruit cake are 
tbree of the few things which improve 
with age. It is not customary to make 
the first two at home, but fortunately 
fruit cake can be successfully made 
by the average cook. 

Don't wait until Christmas to make 
your fruit cake, but make it now, and 
it will be delicious a month or even 
six months from now. , 

Most women are usually busy around 
the holiday season, and the farsighted 
housekeeper will get as many things 
as possible done before the real “rush” 
begins. The following is an excellent 
recipe for a five pound fruit cake made 
by the girls in a well known domestic 
science Class in one eity. The manner 
in which it disappeared was proof of 
its tastiness: 

One cupful brown sugar, one cupful 
butter. two pounds raisins, one-fourth

ful of baking soda.

molasses,

a colander remove the seeds and stems | 


from the raisins. Cut the remainder 
of the fruit into dice. After gradually 
creaming the butter and sugar give i! 
a thorough beating. Beat the egg 
without separating and add to the 
butter and sugar. 

After putting the soda in a cup pour 
on the Jukewarm_ coffee and the mo- 
lasses. After sifting carefully grad- 
ually add the flour, keeping enough 
flour to dust the fruit. Mix the fruit 
together and flour it. Add first the 
spices-to the batter and then add the 
fruit and mix thoroughly.

An Answer to a “Why” 


A short time ago a citizen who had 
been reading the Telegram said to a 
doctor whom he knew to be familiar 
with hospital work: “Why do so many 
patients in the hospitals die of pneu- 
monia?” The doctor did not pause-a 
second to inquire if there had been any 
special frequency in the pneumonia 
deaths, but answered, right off the reel: 
“Because most of the people who go to 
the hospitals for treatment are in. the 
habit of bundling themselves up for 
sleep, wearing their underclothing 
nights, or at least flannelet night- 
gowns or pajamas—and they sleep in 
hot rooms. When they arrive at the 
hospitals they are given a bath at a tem- 
perature lower than they are accus- 
tomed to, and then put into thin cotton 
nightshirts and laid down on beds thin- 
ly clothed as to blankets, and the tem- 
perature of the hospital rooms is far 
below what they are accustomed to, 
and it is kept right there. The patients 
get severe colds and pneumonia fol- 
lows because of the weakness of the 
body from some other ailment and lack 
of attention of the doctors and nurses 
for other than the ailment for which 
the patients came to the hospital. Soon 
it is too late to save their lives from pneu- 
monia, and the records of deaths you 
read tell only that part of the story 
which causes death.” ‘Why don’t the 
doctors stop that kind of practice?” 
asked the citizen. “Because they can- 
not teach the people to dress rationally 
for their sleep at home,” replied the 
doctor. And that is the first as well as 
the last chapter.—Worcester Telegram.

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war, to define our attitude toward them, 
to give it voice and definite expression 
and to do our utmost as thoughtful, 
serious men.and women to build up a 


Christmas. 


mass of public opinion which shall guide 
and help our Government. 

“Tt is only one phase of the war, out 
of many which come home to us so 
closely, and it is one which does not 
touch American lives or American in- 
terests. But for all that, no one can 
say to us ‘Hands off.’ This is our 
business unless we are minded to cast 
away all the gains of man’s struggle, 
since the days when the cave men were 
strong, murdered their fellows and 
carried off into slavery those too weak 
to resist. 

“We are to speak and hear to-night 
about Belgium; and this, of all the 
themes arising from the war, is the one 
where most Americans find a common 
ground of accord, a substantial unan- 
imity of agreement. 

“There are many who have no love 
for the fine old crusted British Tory, 
and who have no patience with their 
stubborn stupidity in dealing with 
Ireland; there are those who recall 
Russia’s treatment of the Jews and 
Finns and still cherish the old belief 
that if you scratch the Cossack you will 
find a Tartar; there are some—there 
can be few now— who thought the 
French frivolous and unstable, a deca- 
dent people without ideals. What we 
have learned about the French people 
and what they have shown us is the real 
marvel’of the whole war; their cheery 
courage, their tireless endeavor, their 
heroic self-sacrifice are a revelation 
far beyond the wonders of zeppelins, 
submarines, machines for spreading 
death by chlorine gas and all the achieve- 
ments of the German brain during the 
past forty years. 

“But I am wandering, the ugh in a 
field where all our thoughts are glad to 
linger; our subject to-night is Belgium. 
I cannot assume to instruct you on this 
theme; you all know as much or more, 
than I, 

“In early July, 1914, Belgium, like 
the rest of the world, was at peace. It 
was a fertile, busy and thriving land, 
supporting more people on each acre of 
its soil than any country in the world. 
For nearly a hundred years its territory 
had been free from war; for the last 
half of that time its integrity and in- 
violabiltiy had been guaranteed by 
all its great and warlike neighbcrs.

too well, had for some years past been 
building a network of railways up to 
her frontier, useless commercially and 
intended solely: for military ends; and 
had been constructing heavy howitzers 
under whose fire, at a distance of 
fifteen miles the stoutest walls of con- 
crete and steel were rent asunder like 
cardboard. France had kept her word 
and her Belgian frontier was-bare and 
open. And Belgium, strong in the 
possession of her solemn covenant, at 
Peace because she would not make war, 
and relying upn the pledge of others 
that she should be unassailed by them, 
awoke in August to find the enemy 
hammering at her gates, ravaging her 
territory, murdering and despoiling her 
citizens, 

“The world has known no more bru- 
tal and dastardly breach of honor and 
good faith; and such it was avowed to be 
by the German Chancellor himself 
before his own people. Since that day 
the heavy hand of the barbarian has 
spared nothing. First they robbed the 
people of all money, by levies and forced 
contributions; then they stripped it of 
tools, machinery, raw material and 
everything which could help produc- 
tion at home, and now they are carry- 
ing off to forced labor in a strange land 
hundreds of thousands of able-bodied 
men; an enslavement such as the Jews 
suffered from the Assyrians. 

“And what of ourselves; what have 
we done during their long two years and 
a half of misery? Expressed much 
sympathy, by spoken word and in the 
press; opened large wallets to dole out a 
small pittance by way of charity, giving 
only a small fraction of what England 
and France, with all their own needs and 
on top of their own burdens, have gen- 
erously provided. 

“Men and women of Andover, I 
ask you frankly, are you proud of our 
part in this matter of Belgium? Would 
you repeat it? In all humility and as 
one of you, I would not. 

“We have all suffered since the early 
days of the war by the emphasis given 
in high quarters to certain phrases. 
‘Neutrality’ has been set before us 
as the highest virtue, the most precious 
for, which we should strive 
without céasing; but the real’ issues 
of justice and righteousness, of good 
faith and humanity, were much ob- 
scured thereby. Questions arose where 
all our training, all our reason, showed 
but one answer; and yet we were en- 
couraged to hold that. answer in abey- 
ance and even to decline to accept its 
truth. Neutrality as practiced between 
nations can only mean a certain rule 
of conduct for definite situations but 
it gradually became a mental attitude 
of disbelief in fact and of denial of 
principles once universally accepted. 
We seem to be asked to become mental 
Laodiceans—neither cold nor hot— 
but we all know the fate which was 
denounced against them. 

“Again we were told early in the war 
that ‘With the causes of this war we 
have no concern.’ Surely no more 
mischievous saying has been uttered in 
the whole course of the war than this. Is 
a war merely an affair of fisticuffs be- 
tween two boys due to temper and re- 
sulting only in a blackened eye and 
bloody nose? With the cause of such 
a conflict it may be true that we have 
no concern, but how about a world 
catastrophe like the present war? 
Surely there is nothing more impor- 
tant for the intelligent man than to 
know to the bottom the causes of this 
war so far as he can and to apportion 
the resposibility therefor upon such 
knowledge. 


“What can we do in this. crisis? 


The President has said that he has ex- | 


hausted his diplomatic efforts; he 
wishes to learn the mind of the coun- 
try. We can at least let him know our 
own mind on this matter; and I know 
that we are not uncertain.”’ 

Principal Stearns of Phillips Acad- 
emy added his word of emphatic 
protest and declared it was high time 
that American took a definite stand and 
showed the world that Americans did 
not sanction nor would quietly acquiesce 
in the latest qutrage on a free people. 
He said the war at first shocked us and 
while we talked much and hoped much, 
we did nothing and have grown care- 
less and indifferent. Dr. Stearns be- 
lieved however, there was enough of 
American idealism left to awaken us 
from our lethargy and to arouse us 
so that the world shall know that we do 
not and will not countenance this 


monstrous instance of barbarism by the 


Germans. 

Mr. Ripley introduced Madame Du- 
priez formerly of Louvain and she gave 
a recital of the terrible days of the Ger- 
man occupation. She said that tales of 


the Germans had, reached Louvain in S 


advance and as the invaders approached 
the city, Mme. Dupriez was urged to 
flee. She refused and said that she 
thought the stories about the Germans 
exaggerated and would not believe 
them until they were proved. The 
proof soon came for as, soon as the 
German troops occupied the city first 
indignities’ were heaped upon the in- 
habitants and all sorts of excuses 
trumped up to sack and boot. She 
‘told graphically the events which led 


up to “the final evacuation of the city. 


by the non-combatant pgpulation and 
the’ final<burning. It was unsafe to 
go out and equally dangerous to stay 
indoors for the occupants, of the houses 
ran the risk of being accused of firing on 
the German soldiers in order that the 


officers might have an excuse to burn. 


She also gave many instances of the 
murder in cold blood by the Germans of 
the sick, the dying and the cripples on 
the veriest excuse and told of an old 
man ninety years old, thrown out on the 
street on a mattress and left to die 
while his house was burned. The Ger- 
man soldiers did the shooting them- 
selves as had been proven in many in- 
stances. 

Mme. Dupriez herself was close to 
death and on one occasion when she 
opened the door of her house, seven 
German rifles faced her. She was ac- 
cused of firing on German soldiers and 


she and her husband and four children 
were driven out of their home which was 
burned to the ground. It was the same 
story everywhere in the city and finally 
the inhabitants were given five min- 
utes in which to leave. Thousands 
upon thousands of men, women and 
children fled and the sack of Louvain 
was completed and not a home was 
left standing. In spite of all this afflic- 
tion, Mme. Dupriez said that the Bel- 
gian spirit is unbroken and their spirit 
of resistance undaunted. She was 
warmly applauded at the conclusion of 
her story and twice rose and bowed 
acknowledgment. 

Prof. Dupriez, of Louvain University, 
now of Harvard, told of the deporta- 
tion of the Belgians which began in the 
fall of 1914 and the present wholesale 
enslavement is only the last stage of the 
plans of the German authorities. He 
gave a very spirited account of the grad- 
ual leading up to the present outrage 
and although the German authorities 
have promised that no Belgian would be 
required to perform labor which would 
be of a military nature their promises 
had been mere scraps of paper. Im- 
prisonment, fine, death, had been 
meted out in many cases to workmen 
who had refused to work for the Ger- 
man authorities. 

Prof. Dupriez characterized the stor- 
ies sent out by the German propagand- 
ists in this country that only the un- 
employed were being deported, as an 
absolute falsehood. In the Charleroi 
district alone, 12,000 miners had been 
sent to Germany and in scores of places 
men who had never been out of work 
have been torn from their families and 
sent away. In Neville a town of 10,000 
inhabitants, 1000 had been deported 
but they showed their spirit by singing 
the Belgian and French national hymns 
as they marched away. He read two 
letters from deported Belgians which 
revealed the spirit of resistance to the 
German attempt to make them work 
so that the Germans thus relieved 
might thereby enlist and so prolong 
the war. He also stated that last spring 
thousands upon thousands of Lithu- 
anians and Poles were deported for the 
same purpose. 

Prof. Dupriez appeated toAmerican 
citizens who heard the cry of the 
enslavement of their black brothers, 
fifty years ago, to give their moral sup- 
port and political influence to answer 
the cry of the people being enslaved 
across the sea. 

Prof. Charles H. Forbes read the 
following resolution which was endorsed 
enthusiastically and unanimously: 

Whereas, incontestible evidence of 
the forcible deportation of Belgian 
civilians from home and country has 
been published to the world, and 

Whereas, the sympathy of Americans 
for the down-trodden people of Belgium 
is well-nigh universal; be it 

Resolved: That we, citizens of An- 
dover and of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, in public meeting assem- 
bled, being true to our inherited prin- 
ciples of honor and fair play, do hereby 
denounce as outrageous the brutal 
infringement of the liberty of non-com- 
batant Belgians. 

Resolved: That we do hereby be- 
seech the President of the United States 
to take such action as accords with the 
honor of our people, in remonstrance 
against this inhuman conduct of the 
German military government at present 
dominating Belgium.
